THE 


LAWS 

For  the  Regulation  of  the  Medical  Library 
at  the  Generae  In  FIRMARY  at  Hull, 
ill  of  January,  1784. 

I.  '"'HAT  the  Books,  Plates,  and  all 
the  Appurtenances  of  the  Medical 
Library,  be  the  Property  of  the  General 
Infirmary  at  Hull  ; but  that  a majority 
of  tire  Subferibers  referve  to  themfelves  a 
Power  to  fell,  or  exchange  fuch  Books,  as 
they  think  proper,  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Library. 

II.  That  the  ufe  of  the  Library  be  confin'd 
folely  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  in 
H ull,  and  to  thofe  refiding  within  twenty 
Miles  thereof, 

III.  I’hat  every  Subferiber  from  the  above 
date  pay  Two  Guineas  Entrance,  and  Half 
a Guinea  annually  ; or  on  advancing  Six 
Guineas  at  one  time  ; or  Books  amounting 
to  that  Value,  approved  off  by  the’  Com- 
mittee ; fhall  have  an  equal  Right  with  a 
perpetual  Subferiber. 

IV.  That  any  Perfon  wifliing  to  become 
a Subferiber  after  the  fecond  Monday,  in 
July  1784,  pay  Two  Guineas  Entrance,  and 

' Half  a Guinea  annually. 

V.  That  every  Subferiber,  during  his 
Subfeription,  or  Benefaftion,  qualified  as  .1 
above,  may  have  any  Book  out  of  the  Library 


by  fending  for  it,  or  may  read  in  the  Library 
Room  between  the  Hours  of  Ten  and 
Twelve  in  the  Morning,  and  from  Two  to 
Four  in  the  Afternoon,  Sundays  excepted. 

VI.  That  tlie  fecond  Mondays  in  Janu- 

ary, April,  July,  and  OHober,  at  Half  pail 
Tv’^elve  o’Ciock  in  the  Forenoon  be  the 
Days  appointed  for  QuarterlyMeetings  to  be 
held  in  the  General  Infirmary,  to  determine 
on  the  purchafing  fuch  Books  as  the  majority 
fhall  agree  upon,  not  exceeding  the  Sum  in 
Hand.  ' • 

VII.  That  a Committee  of  not  fewer 
than  three  Subferibers,  do  meet  the  fecond 
Tuefday  in  every  Month,  in  the  General 
Infirmary,  at  Halfpaft  Twelve  o’Ciock,  and 
have  power  to  order  any  New  Publication; 
and  in  cafe  three  Subferibers  do  not  meet 
within  Flalf  an  Hour  of  the  time  appointed, 
every  abfent  Subferiber  refiding  in  Hull 
fhall  pay  one  Shilling, 

VIII.  That  the  Apprentices  or  Pupils  of 
the  Subferibers,  be  allowed  to  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  the  Library,  on  paying  Two 
Guineas  in  advance,  or  Half  a Guinea  an- 
nually. 

IX.  That  the  General  Meeting  be  held 
annually  in  the  Infirmary,  on  the  fecond 
Monday  in  April,  at  Half  pall  Twelve 
o’clock  in  the  Forenoon. 

X.  That  in  every  Book  given  to  the  Medi- 
cal Library,  the  Donor’s  Name  be  inferted. 

XL  1 hat  the  Apothecary  be  appointed 
Librarian,  who  fhall  fee  that  all  the  Books 
be  properly  arrang’d,  and  each  Volume  dif- 
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tin6lly  number’d,  and  he  fliall  keep  an  Al- 
phabetical Catalogue  of  all  the  Books,  Ma- 
nul'cripts.  Pamphlets,  &c.  exprelTing  the 
Edition,  place  where  Printed,  date,  fize,  price 
and  number,  as  they  Hand  in  the  Library. 

XII.  That  the  Librarian  (hail  annually 
make  a Catalogue  of  the  Books,  and  Manu- 
■fcripts  in  the  Library,  alio  take  an  account 
of  all  the  Books  belonging  to  the  Library 
that  are  wanting,  and  the  name  of  the  Perfon 
to  whom  they  were  lall  delivered,  and  this 
Catalogue  and  Account  lhail  be  laid  before 
the  Subicribers  at  their  general  Aieeting. 

XIII.  That  the  time  allowed  for  Reading 
each  Book  be  fix’d  by  the  Committee,  and 
the  forfeit  for  keeping  Books  beyond  the  li- 
mited time  be  One  Penny  per  Day,  but  in 
no  cafe  to  exceed  the  price  of  the  Book  kept, 
and  that  the  Fines  received  be  given  to  the 
Librarian. 

XIV.  That  Subfcribers  reliding  in  the 
Country,  (hall  be  allowed  two  Volumes  of 
a Set,  to  be  kept  only  the  Time  fixed  for 
Reading  one  of  them,  or  till  the  firfl  Mar- 
ket-Day after  the  Time  limited  for  keeping 
it  expires. 

XV-  That  no  Subfcriber  fhall  lend  a 
Library  Book  to  any  Perfon  out  of  his 
own  Houfe,  or  receive  one  belonging  to  the  /i 
library,  from  any  other  Perfon  than  the  ‘ \ 
Librarian,  under  the  Penalty  of  Two  Shil-  ' 
lings  and  Six-pence. 

XVI.  That  none  but  Medical  Books,  ^ 
or  Books  entirely  connedied  with  Medicine 
be  purchafed. 


XVII.  That  no  Subfciiber  under  the  pe- 
nalty of  One  Shilling,  take  out  any  Book 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  Librarian. 

XVIII.  That  the  annual  Subfcription  be 
paid  in  advance,  and  all  Fines  at  the  hrft 
Quarterly  Meeting  after  they  are  incurr’d, 
and  that  no  Subfcriber  have  a Book  from 
the  Library,  until  he  has  paid  his  Subfcrip- 
tion, and  the  Fines  he  may  have  incurr’d. 

XIX.  That  if  any  Book  taken  out  of  the 
Library  be  loft  or  defaced,  the  Perlon  who 
took  it  out  fhall  pay  the  Value  of  it  ; but  if 
the  Book  belong  to  a Set,  he  fhall  take  the 
remaining  Volumes  and  pay  for  the  whole, 
or  otherwife  make  the  Set  compleat. 

XX.  That  no  Subfcriber  reftdincr  in  Hull 

O 

fhall  take  out  more  than  one  Book  and  one 
Pamphlet  at  a time. 

XXL  That  any  Subfcriber  making  Ap- 
plication to  the  Librarian  for  a Book  not 
then  in  the  Library,  fiiall  be  at  Liberty  to 
enter  his  Name,  and  the  title  of  the  Book, 
in  a Book  kept  for  that  purpofc  ; and  diat 
no  Subfciiber  take  back  any  Book,  retimdrl 
by  him,  if  any  other  Subfcriber  has  applied 
for  it  before  the  Time  of  its  return. 

XXII.  That  a recommendatory  Book  be 
kept  by  the  Librarian  for  an)'  Subfcriber  to 
infert  the  Titles  of  fuch  Books  as  he  may 
wifh  to  have  purchafed. 

XXIII.  That  if  any  diflrculty  arife,  net 
exprefsly  determined  by  thefe  Laws,  it  fhal! 
be  determined  by  the  Committee,  and  their 
tranfaftions  and  determinations  fhall  be  re- 
corded in  a Book  kept  for  that  purpofe. 
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XXIV.  That  no  Perfon  be  confidercd  a 
Member  of  this  Library,  who  docs  not  con- 
lent  to  be  governed  by  thefe  laws. 

XXV.  That  as  this  Library  is  to  be  the 
property  of  the  Infirmary,  a Donation  from 
any  Perfon,  who  wifhes  to  promote  fo  ufe- 
ful  and  laudable  an  Inftitution,  will  be 
thankfully  received.
